Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Takin It To The Limit 5 Scandalous Moments 

is Not Approved 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The sustained level of images of sexually explicit activity, and the type of activity depicted in the 
poster Takin' it to the Limit 5: Scandalous Moments depicting sexual conduct is regarded as 
degrading, dehumanising and demeaning to women in its representation of women as sexual 
orifices, and to men in representing them as inexhaustible sexual predators driven by a continuous 
need for physical satisfaction. These images are most evident in the DP scene, the shaving of the 
body and genitals, the image of two models bending over in order to display their buttocks for the 
camera, and the image of men masturbating around the faces of women (who appear to wish to 
be ejaculated upon). 

Given the sexually explicit nature of the material, the Classification Office is of the opinion that, 
were the publication submitted for classification pursuant to si 3 of the FVPC Act, it would be 
classified as objectionable in accordance with s23 of the Act. The images of sexual activity, 
specifically the sexualisation of the use of the cut throat razor, and the sustained depictions of 
sexually explicit activity, would be, if made publicly available, injurious to the public good. 

The poster Takin' it to the Limit 5: Scandalous Moments is therefore not approved.
